PEARY'S SLEDGE JOURNEY.

Reasons For Considering It a Most Re- -

mui kahls Performance.
To the Editor of The Hurt

Silt In your Issue of this morning yon speak
of Lieutenant I'cnry'n famous sledee trip ax
belni; the longest ever boVformed by two men
v Ith a dog team. Is not tlifs an error? Colonel
V. II. Glider's trip across Siberia was much

longer, and I understand frVjm him that the first
4,(X) mllcsof 1 ere neiompliahed wit h onl the
nld of nslnijlo' native. I do not write to dis
parage Peary, but certainly Cic'sar Kiiould huve
his own. OXriD A. Ctotis.

Our correspondent has unintentionally
misquoted Tho Sun. We did not say that
Peary'8 sledgo trip was the "longest evei
performed." What Tho Sun said was
"Ho made tho greatest sledge journej
ever performed by two men with n tean'
of dogs, traveling on tho ice cap as fai
n3 from this city to Omaha, without i
single advance cache of supplies.'

This of course is a matter of opinion
(

It is an opinion, however, that is sup
ported by leading authorities in arctit
innttors, as was shown, for instance, in
the recent session of the Berlin Qeograph
ical society, when one of tho honors '

the society was conferred upon Lieutcn
ant Peary.

His' performance did not equal that o
Gilder or of several other sledge partieh
notably during the Franklin search
either in distance covered or in average
rate per day, at Tho Sun showed montln
ago. It is. however, the conditions nn
der which such a journey ii mado thai
fix its relative position among similar
performances.

In the first place, his journey was made
many hundreds of miles north of every
other sledge route that is particularly
conspicuous both for distance covered
and for average rate attained.

Some of the conditions were wholly
new. It was the first time, for instance
that nn explorer had handled a team of

Eskimo dogs on the inland ice.
Peury did not have a single advance

cache from which to replenish his sup-
plies. Many other sledge parties were
able to establish such caches, or at least
thoro was the probability that they could
securo some game to feed their dogs if
dogs instead of men were in the traces
Peary had to face the probability that
he would not be able to obtain a pound
of fresh meat, and ho therefore had to
drag every ounce of supplies for mun
and beast that ho expected to use.

All previous sledgo work had been
done ut or near the sea level. Peary's
sledgo work was dono throughout at a
height above tho sea of a mile to a mile
nnd three-fifth- s. For two weeks at a
height of over 8,000 feet ho advanced
among clouds so dense that from the
rear of his sledges ho could hardly see
his dog teams. For two weeks he wuh
utterly unable to steer a course except
by taking tho compass direction of the
wind and stopping every 15 minutes to
seo if tho wind hnd not veered a point
or two.

Under theso and other equally unique,
untried and remarkable conditions Peary
made a record which in point of distance
covered and average daily rate ranks
among the conspicuous arctio sledge
journeys, and the conditions under
which these results were attained make
tho journey tho most remarkable of
sledging exploits. If two men have
matched it elsewhere, it would be inter-
esting to know it. Now York Sun.
